This is only to show that Andover stu- 
dents have unusual facilities for practical 
acquaintance with the most ‘thorough 
methods.of church work.

man in whose brain a thought stirs and in

Bous is Greek for ox or cow, and po- 
ros, a passage, making the word -sig- 
nify-ox passage or cow ford-~ One~le- 
gend concerning the origin of the 
name. is that the Phrygians, desiring 
to cross the channel, built a vessel‘on 


the prow of -which was. placed..the. 


carved head of an ox, and hence ¢alled 
the strait, from the wooden figure- 
head, the ox’s passage, or bosporous, 
Bosphorous seems to be a corruption 
of the original word, which was spelt 
without the “‘h.” 

Another authority refers the origin 
of the name to the story ef.1o, who, 
aftér she had .been transformed into a 
cow, swam the strait to avoid her tor- 
mentor.
